Comfort and Elogoneo 
in Revolutionary 
• 


Those who are under the Impression 
that our Revolutionary ancestors spent 
their dally lives without the comfort 
1 which helps to make life more worth 
while are In error. 
The articles of 
1 h o u s e h o ld ware, for instance, used by 
them were abundant, various and serv- 
I iceable. 
The h«»d and all thnt appertained to 
It w«*r«* the prhlo «>f the mistress o t 
i the house. 
It was almost Invariably 
I 
<»f sweet, soft on«l downy feathers; Iti 
sheets were of tin«» "homespun, 
the 
blankets and rugs «>f "spotted woolen’ 
and flannel; and the towering po*tg 
at elth«*r corner of the bed were gar» 
nlshed with snowy curtains of dimity. 
For table use they had napkins of 
linen and tablecloths of dlafier; "di­ 
aper wove 
huckaback,** 
kersey 
and 
"damask plain and flowered." 
The household goods and furniture 
of those simple times were in str«uig 
contrast with those now in use. 
<3ilu* 
was as rare as g«»ld and as highly 
prized, most commonly thr«*e china 
cups and saucers comprising the <*n- 
tire outfit Of a respectable family, 
though tlie numbers rose sometimes to 
six, hut seldom to a dozen. 
Pewter and copper were the orna­ 
mental, and iron, then as now, the 
serviceable metal. 
Of the two former 
were m a d e basins, ewers, nnigs. por­ 
ringers, ladles and tea and coffee ket­ 
tles. 
There was little glassware In use, 
and the few “Jelly glasses, half p‘nt 
and gill glasses," salt cellars, punch 
gohl- ts and tumblers of glass were con- 
sldered unusual elegancies. 
Flocks and “looking glasses" embel­ 
lished the houses of the wealthy, and 
the size of tlie "looking glasses" cor­ 
r e s p o n d e d with the degree of its own­ 
er’s social standing. 
Stoves were not in general use, and 
coal was unkn«*wn except for black- 
smithing purposes; wood, charcoal and 
turf were the only fuel. 
Wood wa* 
Just beginning to he burned in "frank­ 
lins,” but generally was used in fire­ 
places, which were provided with dogs 
and andirons, and in kitchens were 
huge saverns garnished with a forest
